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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
WILLIAM N. SEAVER 
By Robert P. Bigelow 


In 1924 Dr. Bigelow, then Librarian of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, was 
seeking a worthy successor in order that he 
might give his entire time to the teaching 
of zoology and allied subjects in the De- 
partment of Biology and Public Health. 
In this quest he consulted Mr. William C. 
Lane, the eminent Librarian at Harvard. 
He strongly recommended Mr. W. N. 
Seaver, then Librarian of the Woburn 
Public Library. An interview was arranged 
and Mr. Seaver was persuaded to accept 
appointment as Assistant Librarian for 
the academic year 1924-25. Long before 
this year of probation had expired it be- 
came evident that he was a most fortunate 
choice and in due time he was appointed 
Librarian with faculty rank. At the same 
time Miss Bertha P. Trull (A.B., Smith), 


especially fitted by long experience at M.I.T. 
for this position, was made Assistant 
Librarian. This happy arrangement went 
into effect July 1, 1925, and continued with 
much satisfaction to all concerned until 
both were retired at the end of June, 1947. 
Mr. Seaver was born in Melrose, Mass., 
November 8, 1877, the son of the Rev. Na- 
thanael Seaver, Jr., (Grad. Harvard Divinity 
School ’64), who later accepted a call to 
Leicester, Mass., not far from Worcester. 
There the boy William showed that interest 
in books as such which is the basic instinct 
of a librarian. In the late nineties the 
town library of Leicester was being reor- 
ganized. The books had to be classified and 
arranged, cards had to be written and filed. 
Young Seaver during his summer vacations 
volunteered to help without pay and was 
set to work at arranging books, writing 
catalogue cards, and the like. Thus before 
entering college he was familiar with the 
fundamentals of modern library practice. 
During the years 1893 to 1895 Seaver 
was a student at Worcester Academy, where 
he showed marked aptitude for languages 
and came under the influence of Dr. D. W. 
Abercrombie, an excellent teacher of Greek. 
At Harvard, where the elective system was 
then at the height of its vogue, he continued 
this same line of work, devoting much time 
to Latin and Greek, and more to English. 
In this field he studied American literature 
under the inimitable Barrett Wendell, fresh- 
man composition under LeBaron Briggs, 
and theme writing under Lewis Gates, so 
well remembered by his students. Also 
he had French under Irving Babbitt and 
German under the scholarly Kuno Francke. 
In other fields he sat under Channing and 
under Hart in- history, had economics 
under Taussig, and the philosophy of art 
under Santayana, and, like so many 
Harvard men, took that famous ‘snap 
course’ in geology given by the forceful 
and memorable Shaler — one of the most 
informative courses in college. He was 
graduated A.B. cum laude in 1900. 
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A year after graduation he found con- 
genial employment as secretary to R. R. 
Bowker, owner and editor of the Library 
Journal and of the Publishers’ Weekly. 
During the six years that he remained in 
this pleasant atmosphere of books he made 
acquaintance with many librarians and at 
times did a bit of editing of the Library 
Journal. In the office he made many 
valued friendships, especially with Mr. 
Growoll, Mrs. Leypoldt, John A. Holden, 
and Helen Haines. The personal associa- 
tion with the office staff and particularly with 
Mr. and Mrs. Bowker was inspiring and of 
the utmost value to a young man just out 
of college with business and professional 
standards still to be formed A few years 
before Mr. Seaver entered Mr. Bowker’s 
employ Mr. Bowker had started hisimportant 
project for the preparation of a checklist of 
the publications of the several States 
and Territories of the United States. This 
work, State Publications, was at that time 
in the hands of Helen Haines, who gave it 
up in the midst of Part 2. Mr. Seaver 
was then put on the job, and carried it 
through to successful completion with Part 
4 in 1908. This was done in spite of many 
difficulties. After the completion of that 
work, which has been of such great value in 
all libraries where State documents are in de- 
mand, Mr. Seaver accompanied Mr. Bow- 
ker on a vacation journey to South America, 
visiting the principal seaports on the east 
coast, crossing the Andes by rail and re- 
turning along the west coast. 


While working on State Publications in 
the New York Public Library Mr. Seaver 
became acquainted with Adelaide R. Hasse, 
and upon her recommendation he was ap- 
pointed to the staff of that library in Septem- 
ber, 1910. At that time preparations were 
being made to move out of the old Astor 
Library down town to the then new building 
at Forty-second Street. The removal took 
place in March, 1911. Mr. Seaver was 
attached to Miss Hasse’s Documents De- 
partment for two years; there he did 
cataloguing and_ reference work. He 
was then transferred to Dr. C. C. 


Williamson’s Economics and Sociology De- 
partment for two years, and finally, when 
Dr. Williamson organized the new Municipal 
Reference Branch in the Municipal Build- 
ing in 1914, Mr. Seaver joined him there. 
Meanwhile he had become a member of the 
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American Library Association, and in 1915 
was a passenger on the famous A. L. A. 
special train to the conference at Berkeley, 
California. 

While with Dr. Williamson Mr. Seaver 
was doing pure reference work, and for 
training in the fundamentals of serious 
reference service there was no better school 
than the New York Public library. Seaver 
was only one of a host of young men, some 
with a library school degree, some, like him, 
without one, whose training at N.Y.P.L. has 
stood them in good stead in administrative 
positions in other libraries. It was, in 
fact, his training under such superior 
librarians as Miss Hasse and Dr. William- 
son, plus his experience in the Municipal 
Reference Branch, where he came in con- 
tact with engineers in many city departments 
and became acquainted with the literature 
they used, that gave him courage to accept 
the responsibilities of a library of science 
and technology. 

Mr. Seaver left the Municipal Reference 
Branch in December, 1918; one reason for 
doing so was a desire to go into the war- 
library work of the A.L.A. The first World 
War was over but there still was a year of 
library work for the returning army and 
navy men. Mr. Seaver was sent to the 
camp library at Edgewood Arsenal for two 
months, then to the Dispatch Office at 
Newport News. He was stationed there 
until September, 1919. The work was of 
varied character. 

Mr. Seaver always looked hopefully toward 
the day when he could rejoin his family and 
friends in Massachusetts, and in January, 
1920, he became Librarian of the Woburn 
Public Library, succeeding George Hill 
Evans. In that same month he met Inez 
Mildred Waite of Woodstock, Vermont, then 
associated with the Library Book House of 
Springfield, Mass. They were married Sep- 
tember 23, 1922, and have three daughters. 

When Mr. Seaver came to the Institute 
of Technology the Library had grown from 
very small beginnings into a well organized 
department with a competent staff. He 
found no need for radical changes in per- 
sonnel or policy, and met new problems 
with tact and understanding. During his 
administration the number of books and 
pamphlets in the library has increased from 
about 128,000 to more than 400,000 and 
the annual circulation has gone up from 
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around 39,000 items to more than 160,000. 
With this growth and increased usefulness 
there was a necessary increase in the 
budget from $41,000 in 1925 to $166,- 
000 in 1947; and the staff was increased 
by carefully selected appointments from 
about fifteen to some forty persons. The 
increased circulation reflects the growth 
of the student body and the teaching and 
research staffs as well as the ever-increasing 
frequency of requests from within and from 
without, notably from industrial firms, for 
interlibrary loans. 


Mr. Seaver meets minor irritations with 
characteristic modesty and good humor 
and has the ability to delegate authority 
to trusted subordinates. When he took 
charge the space in the dome occupied 
by the Library was still fairly adequate, 
but before many years had passed the 
reading-room, offices, and stack were be- 
coming crowded, and Mr. Seaver began 
agitating for a new building. When his 
efforts won the support of Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, then chairman of the Visiting 
Committee on the Library, he turned over 
the details to members of the staff, who 
studied the needs in space and equipment 
and made a carefully thought out report, 
later adopted as an appendix of staff opinion 
to Professor Burchard’s written program 
on which have been based the architects’ 
plans for the Charles Hayden Memorial 
Library building, to be erected as soon as 
building conditions permit. When Mr. 
Seaver left the Institute Library he turned 
over to his successor one of the great scienti- 
fic and technical libraries of the nation. 


However, Mr. Seaver has not really 
left the library. When retired he was ap- 
pointed Librarian Emeritus and was re- 
tained on a half-time basis to assist the new 
incumbent, Dr. Vernon D. Tate. More- 
over, the remainder of his time is occupied 
at the Institute in another capacity. He 
has been asked by Professor Richard H. 
Smith, formerly head of the Aeronautical 
Engineering Department, to collect and 
plan a library for the new Instituto Técnico 
da Aeronautica which the Brazilian govern- 
ment is establishing near Sao Paulo, and 
of which Professor Smith is the first presi- 
dent. This congenial work now occupies 
half of Mr. Seaver’s time. Thus retire- 
ment has brought to him opportunity for 
usefulness in a wider field of service.

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OLD FRENCH WORKS IN MODERN FRENCH TRANSLATIONS

The purpose of this bibliography is to furnish information concerning a wide variety of French literary 
works of the medieval period which are readily available in modern French translations. Outside of graduate 
schools the French literature of the Middle Ages is usually neglected, yet the epics, lais, dramas, and stories 
of this period are fully as fascinating to the reader as any modern fiction. 

The existence of good modern translations of the Old French classics has made medieval French works 
available to Frenchmen who do not have an acquaintance with the older form of their language. The books 
listed here are well knownin France. Their authors write good French. Some of the books have been awarded 
prizes for their excellence. Outstanding among them is Bédier’s Tristan, which has gone through dozens of 
editions and is regarded as superior to any one of the original versions of the story. To compile his version 
Bédier studied all the known forms of the legend in several languages, and combined them into an artistic 
whole. Aucassin et Nicolette in the Michaut version is likewise a classic in its own right. A medieval and 
artistic flavor is given to some of these translations by the use of beautiful illustrations and by retaining a few 
archaisms in the language. 

The items included in this bibliography are chosen for their completeness and availability. Well known 
anthologies which include translations, such as those of Constans, Paris et Langlois, and Palfrey and Holbrook 
are recommended for readers who prefer morceaux choisis. All the books listed here may be obtained in many 
libraries and bookstores. With few exceptions all have been published since 1925. 

This bibliography covers nearly all the medieval genres. Important omissions are the earliest works, 
the Serments de Strasbourg, the Vie de saint Leger, the Sequence de sainte Eulalie, and other hagiographical works. 
There is no recent good translation of the romans antiques, such as the Roman d’Alexandre. The poetry of 
Villon and Charles d’Orléans is understood by anyone who knows modern French well, but we should like to

Cc. LABOR VERSUS CAPITAL 


The coming of industrialism resulted in various 
movements of protest by the workers for redress of 
grievances. The protests were made most frequently 
over wages, the length of the working day or week, 
and working conditions affecting the comfort, safety, 
and health of the workers. As early as 1816 Lud- 
dite mechanics, enraged when machinery replaced 
handicrafts, rioted and sabotaged the machines. 
Strikes and lockouts became of marked social conse- 
quence, however, only after the rise of large scale 
industry and organization of workers in combinations. 
Trade unionism, already in existence in certain of 
the skilled trades throughout the eighteenth century, 
spread rapidly in the nineteenth. The right to form 
unions was conditionaliy legalized in 1824-25, and 
in 1859, the right to strike was won. Not until 
1875, however, were workers seeking to combine 
freed of the threat of indictment on charges of crim- 
inal conspiracy. Aided by a period of prosperity, 
“the golden age of capitalism,’ trade union organ- 
ization developed after 1850, especially through the 
activity of a group of trade union leaders known as 
The Junta. In 1852 the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers came to be regarded as the ‘“‘new model” 
unionism; this was a craft unionism which disavowed 
any rashly militant strike policy. In the 50’s and 60’s 
the workers’ associations were mainly confined to 
efforts to improve conditions of work. They worked 
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for the Reform Act of 1867 and for fuller recognition 
of unions which was achieved in the trade union 
acts of 1871 and 1875. When Victorian prosperity 
began to wane in the 70’s and hardships were felt in 
the 80’s, the movement turned to the organization 
of large industrial unions of unskilled workers, such 
as the miners, dockers, gas workers, and general 
laborers. This new unionism was led by a group of 
socialists and was more class-conscious than the 
earlier unionism. The test of strength was the great 
strike of the London dock workers in 1889 and that 
of the miners in 1898, both for the purpose of organ- 
izing previously unorganized industries. During the 
1890’s the movement continued to expand and in 
1900 the socialists were at length successful in per- 


suading the unions to join in the move to set up a 
Labour Party.
